Meanwhile it is well to remember 
that the Anglo-Japanese Note ‘0 
the Leagoe on fhe Agreement 
between ‘the two nations is an 
important and  baffisg official 
document. The more it is ‘studied, 
the more ‘one wonders what its foil 
scope may be. An alliance between 
the two great Asiatic. Naval_Powers 
in a part of the world where we have 


‘Talways claimed a special interest 1s 


of importance to us... Consequently, 
American diplomacy in the Far East 
bas centred’ for nearly two decades 
wpon the clarification of the relations 
between these two Powers, and the 
effect of those relations upon 
America’s future in the Pacific. A 
feeling of deep uneasiness has always 
brooded oyer the whole question, 
and it has. never been exactly clear 
where we stood in relation to it. 
Now, suddenly, the two Govern- 
ments have put the whole matter 
before the Council of the League of 
Nations in a-way which is frequently 
jnterpreted ‘as tantamount to the 
practical zholition of the Agreement, 
at-Jeast in the form we have known.
